An  important  and  norular  breed  of  dairy  cattle  on  the  early 
farms  in  America  was  the  Ayrshire,  originally  imoorted  from  Scot- 
land. Since  about  1°00  this  breed  has  largely  been  replaced  by 
the  Holstein-Fresian.  The  Ayrshire  is  dark  red  and  white  in 
color  inhere  the  Holstein  is  black  and  white.  A characteristic  of 
the  Ayrshire  is  that  the  horns  turn  abruptly  skyward  about  three 
inches  from  the  head.  On  these  Kanchest er  HI  notes  the  Ayrshire 
cow  is  on  the  $2,  the  bull  adorns  the  $3*  and  on  the  $5  is  a herd 
of  Ayrshires  together  x^ith  some  strange  looking  hogs.  If  you 
like  serial  numbers  the  hand-penned  number  on  the  *>?  is  IjJlIl.

THREE  BOOKS  OH  AUSTRALIAN  NOTES 
A Review  by  Jerry  Remick  #26? 

Australia’s  banknotes  from  1788  to  date  are  extremely  well- 
covered  in  a series  of  three  mofusely  illustrated  book  by 
Australian  banknote  exnert  Michael  P.  Vort-Ronald.  Each  of  the 
three  volumes  described  below  is  available  in  Australian  dol- 
lars at  $29.50  in  hard  cover  and  $?3*50  in  soft  cover.  Postage 
is  $6.50  Australian  for  one  volume  and  $1?  for  2 or  3 volumes.

BANKS  OF  ISSUE  IN  AUSTRALIA  1788  - 1911l  gives  a brief  history 
of  currency  from  1788  to  1917.  A detailed  history  and  study  of 
the  note-issuing  banks  and  their  notes  from  1817  to  1910,  and 
of  superscribed  notes  1910  - 1911;  are  given.  The  book  is  331 
pages  with  313  illustrations. 

AUSTRALIAN  BANKNOTES  1913  - 1966  includes  a detailed  study  of 
Government  issued  notes  from  1913  - 1966,  as  well  as  how,  where, 
why,  and  by  whom  notes  were  printed  and  designed.  Also  given  is 
a detailed  history  and  origin  of  the  scenes  on  the  notes.  The 
volume  is  3>bli  rages  with  309  illustrations. 

AUSTRALIAN  DECIMAL  BANKNOTES  1966  - 1985  features  a detailed 
study  of  decimal  notes,  designers,  rrinting  and  orinters,  signa- 
tories, misrrinted  notes  and  forgeries.  All  varieties  and  sig- 
natures are  illustrated.  Note  features  are  studied  In  detail 
and  Illustrated.  Also  given  are  annual  totals  minted,  circul- 
ated and  destroyed.  The  book  is  2b. 0 nages  with  270  illustra- 
tions. This  is  a monumental  study  never  before  attemoted  for 
the  notes  of  Australia.  Highly  recommended,  this  is  a well- 
researched  series  printed  on  top  quality  art  rarer  with  large 
clear  Illustrations. 

BLACK  SIGNERS  OF  U.  S.  BANKNOTES 
by  Chester  Clark  HLM#l6 

Some  10  to  15  years  ago  I recall  seeing  at  a Mich.  State  Num- 
ismatic Society  show  a well-done  i|  or  5 case  paper  money  exhib- 
it nortraying  the  signatures  on  U.  S.  banknotes,  all  signed  bv 
Registers  of  the  Treasury  who  were  black  men,  and  there  were  4 
of  them.  This  surmised  and  amazed  me.  Today,  with  our  ax^are- 
ness  of  equal  rights  to  all  persons,  this  is  as  it  should  be, 
but  "back  in  those  days"  it  was  unheard  of  for  a black  person  to 
hold  such  a high  office.  Could  this  situation  have  been  a "deal 
which  our  government,  possibly  to  anoease  black  errroloyees  of  the 
government,  kent  secret  from  the  nubile? 

For  all  these  years  I kept  watch  for  any  information  as  to  who 
these  Registers  were,  which  ones  were  black,  etc.  as  I did  not 
recall  the  names  in  that  exhibit.  Late  in  the  day  at  the  show 
in  Memphis  last  June  as  I first  scanned  the  exhibits  my  eye  came 
upon  a single  case  exhibit.  Being  in  a hurry  I couldn’t  learn 
more,  but  the  first  thing  next  morning  I went  there  and  mote 
down  the  names.  The  case  was  very  well  disnlayed  and  showed  a 
photograoh,  I believe,  of  each  of  five  black  signers  of  U.  S. 


notes,  the  fifth  one  being  a Treasurer  of  the  U.  -S.  in  recent 
years  - the  well  publicized  lady,  Azie  Taylor  Horton. 

A study  of  rare  303  in  Friedberg's  Lth  Edition  listing  the 
signatures  on  U.  S.  Currency,  and  giving  the  dates  each  pair  of 
sirners  were  in  office,  is  most  interesting.  Nothing  of  course 
is  mentioned  of  any  being  a black  man.  'The  first  of  the  four 
was  Blanche  K.  Bruce  who  began  5-^1-1881  and  for  I;  years  signed 
notes  -*ith  thre-i  different  Treasurers.  Twelve  and  a half  years 
and  two  other  Registers  later  (Rosecr?ns  and  Tillman),  Bruce 
went  back  into  office  again  for  3''  months,  then  was  followed  in 
succeeding  order  starting  in  lP°P,  and  for  1.5?'  years,  by  the 
other  three  block  men.  T-eg  v-re  Hudson  r.  Lyons,  hill i am  T. 
Vernon  and  -Tamer  C,  TTanier.  Iyons  served  -rith  two  Treasurers, 
Vernon  with  two,  and  Hauler  *rith  three. 

Another  nart  of  this  story,  and  it  is  only  hearsay,  is  that  2 
of  our  Registers  were  American  Indians,  one  being  Houston  3. 
Teehee.  There  must  be  a lot  more  to  this  whole  story  - still 
most  secretive.  Can  ana  of  our  members  enlighten  us ? To  this

00  bill  with  three  nronaganda  lines  overprinted 
on  the  reverse.  The  colors  ar~  similar  to  the  original  but 


slightly  smaller  in  size,  and  produced  by  photographic  process. 
This  is  the  only  known  currency  type  used  to  be  drowned  over 
Italy  during  the  war.  Translated,  in  effect,  it  states  ’American 
promises  have  always  been  empty  (promises).  TheTT  are  nice  and 
good  and  soft  soaring  (and  as  good)  as  this  (counterfeit)  bank- 
note. ’ 


A note  was  found  by  Major  Floyd  E.  Minor.  He  was  a member  of 
the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  339th  Infantry,  85th  Division,  when

Richard  Moore,  Michigan  currency  specialist,  has  discovered  a 
watermarked  $20  note,  Bowen  nos.  30  and  31,  angels  and  cherubs, 
with  $20  - $20  overprint  in  red,  issued  by  the  Bank  of  H-acomb 
County,  Mt . Clemens.  The  watermark,  a very  large  "T,  C,  C,  and 
Co.",  which  corresponds  to  the  printers  imprint:  Tooran,  Car- 
penter, Casilear  & Co.  The  note  is  from  a four-subject  sheet 
$10A  (29),  $20A  (30),  $20R  (31)  and  $5>0A  (32).  Since  these  notes 
are  very  scarce,  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  any  other  or 
all  such  notes  are  watermarked.  Moore’s  authentication  of  this 
Bank  of  Macomb  County  banknote  is  the  first  such  discovery  of  any 
watermarked  Michigan  banknote.
